As a resu!t, man’s 


way has been extended by 50,000 to 
100,000 parsecs, or light years. That 
is, the known stellar system probably 
has a great diameter of between two 
one hundred quadril- 
lions of miles, and two quintillions, 
four hundred quadrillions of miles. 
This represents a newly estimated 
great diameter for the Gallactic sys- 
tem of 350,900 to 400,000 parsecs. It 
was only a few years ago that scien- 


tists placed .the furthermost limits 


of the milky way at 30,000 parsecs. 
In the official bulletin tssued at 
the Harvard Observatory yesterday 
regarding this far-flung bunch of 
stars, a elight qualification was made 
saying that further observation was 
being made to juatify the present be- 
lief. Observatory officials, however, 
4 that for practical purposes it 
coulé be assured that the cluster 
had been established as typical and, 
this being true, a new boundary for 
the starry spaces had been found.

The final agreement was reached 
at 11 o’clock last night, after two 
sessions. Then followed a rece¢s 
while the secretaries made formal 
copies which the delegates verified. 
It was about daybreak before the 
signatures were affixed. 

The agreement is under date of 
midnight tonight, and goes into ef- 
fect three days after signature, mid-

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—A worlt- 
wide slump in shipbuilding, with the 
United States showing by far the 
greatest loss, is disclosed in figures 
compiled by Liocyd's register. Wiih 
reference to this country the register 
shows that: 

1. Counting only ships on which 
work actually is in progress, he 
United States is ied by England, 
France and Holland, with Japan and 
the British dominions right on the 
heels of the United States.

ILFRID SCAWEN 
W BLUNT, one of the most

Poet, architect, 
sculptor, member of the diplo- 
matic service, famous breeder 
of Arab horses, and lifelong bit- 
ter opponent of Britain’s im- 
perial policies despite his own 
lineage (hé comes from one of 
the oldest of British houses), he 
was one of the notable figures 
of the Victorian age and the 
succeeding years down to the 
time of the war, when on ac- 
count of his failing health he 
retired to his country estate. 

Blunt was of distinguished ap- 
pearance (Margot Asquith, one 
of kis closest friends, called him 
‘the handsomest man she 
knew’) and was widely popu- 
lar. He was a friend of Oscar 
Wilde, of William Morris, and 
of Francis Thompson (whom he 
“discovered’’); of Cardinal New- 
man; of Balfour, Asquith, of 
Edward VII, *Lord Cromer, 
George Curzon, and many other 
leaders of British life.

None but those ignorant 
of affairs would venture to prohibit 
so fruitful a source of good.” Well, 
well! But it-is a consoling thought 
that this author has more than once 
shown courage about changing his 
mind. 

HE fourth edition of Mr. 
T Walker’s astounding brief in 

behalf of wealth, published 
originally about three years ago, is 
in striking consonance with the 
enunciations of Mr. I. H. Lionbere- 
er.

NE day brought in three in-
